Major General Vernon A. Walters, 
U.S. military attache in Paris, has been ■ 
appointed Deputy Director of the 

Central Intelligence Agency. The U.S. 
press notes that under the recently 
adoplcd plan lor Ihe reorganization of 
the U.S. intelligence communily the 
importance of this post has grcally in- 
creased. The Depuiy Director will be in 
charge of yirlna'ly a'l ♦'i® current oper- 
ations of Ihe CIA, v/hilc the Director 
will be mainly concerned with the co- 
ordination of Ihe operations of oil lire 
espionage agencies, including Ihe 
Defence Intelligence Agency and Ihe 
State Department's Office of P.escarch 
and Intelligence. 

Walters, who is S5, has been mililary 
attaches and performed intelligence func- 
tions in lialy, Brazil and South Vietnam, 
He is fluent in Russian, French, German, 
Italian, Spanish, Portuguese and Dutch, 
and accompanied Presidents Truman, 
Eisenhower and Hixon on foreign visits 
as fheir personal inlerpreter. 

The "New York Times" says that 
General Walters has been "personally 
rdentified with Mr. Nixon for more than 
twenty years," and that the President did 
not consult with CIA Director Richard 
Helms when making the appointment.
